Continuation of 3 and 1 1 . NOTE: Claim 1 3 now recites the feature of "wherein the open magnetic circuit includes a second pole piece 
positioned facing the first pole piece, and delimiting a gap therebetween" on the last three lines. However, this feature, in combination 
with dependent claim 20 which states that the means for creating a magnetic flux comprises a series of four magnets having 
magnetization directions which are shifted by 90 degrees, introduces new matter. The original disclosure does not appear to support the 
combination of these two embodiments.
